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Waterloo Show 


Sets New Mark 


By FRANK PRICE 


held last week at Waterloo, Iowa, may be set down 

as the most successful of the long string of notable 
dairy shows that have been held there. Successful in 
attendance because more people visited it than ever be- 
fore; successful in exhibition because the rings of the 
dairy breeds were both larger and of better quality than 
ever before. This latter was especially true of the Hol- 
stein rings which, at Waterloo last week, reached the 
highest point of the year 1924, notable as it may be for 
the size and quality of its shows. There remains only 
the National at Milwaukee this week to surpass it and 
as the contenders at Waterloo are now at Milwaukee, 
the hot competition that marked last week’s show will 
be enjoyed again this week, heightened by the addition 
of good herds fresh from Eastern and Canadian campaigns. 
Official figures place the number of dairy breeds shown 

at Waterloo at 764 with the Holstein leading. The fig- 
ures which include calf club exhibits are: Holsteins, 278;

While the above winnings for Wisconsin and Minne- 
sota were taken by representatives from several herds 
in each case the state of Washington had but one rep- 
resentative, the well known show herd of Carnation Stock 
Farms that won three first prizes and was second in the 
competitions more times than any other herd. The best 
individual showing was made by Minnesota Holstein Com- 
pany of Austin, Minn., with five blues, while the famous 
Jefferson County Asylum herd of Jefferson, Wis., took 
four.

The Kansas Free Fair Holstein 


Show

gress and the usual local pride and competition, fur- 

nished the Kansas Free Fair Holstein with some in- 
teresting variations from the record of preceding middle 
western fairs. 

The show opened at Topeka, Kan., Monday, September 
8, with 112 Holsteins in the barns, representing about 20 
different herds from six different states. It was the best 
show the breed has had on the Topeka grounds. 

The continued success, as shown by the appended list 
of awards, of the Modern Woodmen herd from Colorado, 
confirms the tributes paid the big fraternal order for its 
enterprise in Holstein matters, and for the skill of 
Manager Chestnut, in charge of the show herd. Its aged 
cow and senior yearling bull continued the record of 
achievement over other contenders for grand champion- 
ships, but in the contest for senior bull championship, 
Judge Cave made a variation from the action of Judge 
Gillette by giving preference to the two-year-old Texas 
entry of Princedale Farms, putting it above the Modern 
Woodmen three-year-old that had the best of the orgument 
at Des Moines. The Modern Woodmen bull is one of thé 
grandest three-year-olds yet seen on the western circuits, 
showing more substance than many an aged bull, but pos- 
sibly not as strong in dairy character as he will be with 
another year of maturity. But in the judgment of Pro- 
fessor Cave he gave way to Castine Sir John Nig Ormsby, 
a bull of quality enough to head a sensational ring of two- 
year-olds at Des Moines, a fortnight before; in fact one 
of the strongest rings of this age ever seen in the West. 

Home interest in the show was enhanced by some 
strong local entries, among which Ira Romig & Sons had, 
for the first prize aged bull and the first prize three-year- 
old cow, a sire and daughter representing the blood which 
predominates in their herd, and on which they won third 
in the class for get of sire. The Kansas State Hospital, 
in a very strong ring of senior yearling heifers, won 
second on a direct descendant of the famous Maid Henry, 
which, owned at the State Agricultural College, probably 
was the first cow to attract attention to Kansas as a Hol- 
stein state.

Holsteins at the Kansas State 
Fair

Colorado, back toward the big shows North and 

East, and the entrance of a second good herd from 
Texas in the race for Holstein money, gave some new 
angles to the show of this breed at the Kansas State 
Fair. Then, too, there was a slight variation in the basis 
of judgment. Prof. O. E. Reed of the Michigan Agricul- 
tural College seeming to lay more stress on adherence to 
type and to refinements of form and quality, and possibly 
less to substance, than have others judging the herds 
which have been making the Central Western fairs. 

Absence of the two Woodmen Sanatorium stars left 
two grand championships to fill. This place, in bulls, went 
to the two-year-old in the Prince herd of Texas, Castine 
Sir Johanna Nig Ormsby, that already has been a senior 
champion in strong competition. This bull, while of ex- 
ceptional quality, also carries a remarkable middle as 
well as other evidences of the disposition and stamina 
that go with deep production. 

To wear the laurels so often assigned to Zwingara Se- 
gis Clothilde, the judge selected the John M. Kelley Farms 
entry, Lady Netherland Aaggie Pietertje, an aged cow 
that has been added to the Kelley string since the circuit 
started. Junior bull championship went to the Fred Diep- 
low entry that was first prize senior calf at Des Moines. 
Junior for females went to the Kelley Farms on Milkmor 
Miss Flora, that was second in a ring of 18 junior year- 
lings at Des Moines. 

As will be seen from the appended list of awards, the 
new contestant from Waco, Texas, scored frequently with 
bulls as well as females, taking only one fewer first prize 
than the leading winner of blues. Although he did not 
land a purple his winnings included the important herd 
and produce prizes. 

Among the many interested spectators at this show, 
held at Hutchinson, Kan., September 15 to 20, were mem- 
bers of the Kansas State Board of Control, which had 
entries in the show, and which is using Holstein-Friesians 
more than any other breed on the farms occupied by vari- 
ous state institutions.

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Don’t Worry Over the Dispersals 


E ARE frequently asked for the reason of the ap- 
W parent epidemic of herd dispersals. We use the 

word “apparent” advisedly, and we do not believe 
there is any one reason that will cover them ail—labor 
conditions, health of the owner, shortage of money, loss 
of interest by wealthy owners—these are sufficient to 
account for most of them. 


We can see no reason for gloom and pessimism over 
the fact that perhaps an unusually large number of well 
known breeding institutions are closing out. We don’t 
like to see them go. We need their energy and ability 
in the business, but from the ranks of twenty-odd thou- 
sand Holstein breeders in this country, new leaders will 
most certainly develop to take the place of those that 
pass on. 


But why so many all at once, you ask? Isn’t it testi- 
mony to the fact that the Holstein market is better and 
stronger—more favorable for the seller? The past three 
years have found rather tough going in spots; breeders 
realized that it was no time to sell their herds at auction. 
As a result, with conditions improving, we are perhaps 
marketing in this one year something of an accumulation 
of herd dispersals that normally would have been spread 
over seven years. These sales afford an opportunity for 
the buyer to set his price on a class of breeding animals 
that has not been much in evidence of late in our sales— 
real foundation stock. The ultimate effect on the in- 
dustry should be favorable rather than otherwise. 


A Private Fight 


OU’VE all heard the old story about the Irishman 
who came upon a street brawl and demanded to 
know if it was a private fight or could anybody get 





In . 
The Dairy Farmer, in its September 15 issue, did not 
wait for an invitation to get into the milk controversy 
at Milwaukee, but proceeded to take up the editorial 
cudgels in favor of the poor, downtrodden distributor— 
the while criticizing the Holstein and Guernsey fellows 
for their efforts to market milk under breed brands. We 
think the distributors have usually been able to look out 
for themselves without the aid of the dairy press—and 
if the Guernsey and Holstein breeders can better them- 
selves by selling trade-marked goods—we are for them— 
and perhaps we may be pardoned for expressing the 
thought that the Dairy Farm ought not to object either. 

Editor Goss makes one good point in his comment on 
this subject. In fact, we think it should have been 
developed into the leading thought of the editorial, rather 
than all the dealer argument. Here it is—“It only hurts 
the milk trade to disparage one milk at the expense of 
another——” 
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That is sound doctrine—a fundamental of successfy] 
salesmanship. We are assured by those in charge of the 
White Nectar selling campaign that no “knocking” js 
permitted on the part of any of their solicitors—just a 
straightforward, constructive presentation of their own 
case—and the results show a steady and _ consistent 
growth of sales—every day a little bigger than the day 
before. Some of the Guernsey solicitors did get off on 
the wrong foot in this respect, but they, perhaps, see now 
the error of the “poison gas” method for this type of 
warfare. 

While the Dairy Farmer, we _ believe, tries to be 
strictly nonpartisan as between the breeds, it occurs to 
us as barely possible that the predilection of Owner Mere. 
dith for the Jersey breed may, unconsciously, perhaps, 
have influenced it in this instance in expressing its disap- 
proval of a milk marketing plan that seems to hold con- 
siderable possibilities for future development by Holstein 
producers. 

Many other localities are watching the experiment in 
Milwaukee—and if White Nectar Holstein Milk goes 
over the top here, it is bound to become an increasingly 
large factor in the Holstein industry throughout the land, 
It is too early even yet to make predictions, but we do 
ask that outside interests keep “hands off’’—it’s a private 
fight. 


Fair Reports 


HAT is the function of a breed paper like ours in 
W reporting the important shows? Should it re- 

port things as it sees them or as someone else 
says they ought to be? Should it act as a rubber stamp 
for the judge—blindly approving every placing—or draw- 
ing the mantle of charity and silence over the mistakes— 
and there are mistakes in most hot shows—the judge 
that is honest with himself will admit that. It is a ques- 
tion that comes up every season. On the one hand, it 
may be—and is said—‘‘Who are you’’—meaning us—“to 
criticize placings of an official judge? If you can’t see 
it, look again, because you must be wrong.” Concede 
that this is probably so—we have heard of official judges 
who disagreed on the relative merits of animals, which 
gets right back to the fundamental proposition of human 
fallability—and even a judge is human in this respect. 
We may study our True Type models as much as we 
please, there will always be the human factor in our 
show ring work—structural characteristics in the same 
group of animals may appeal differently to different judges 
although both may be entirely competent and consci- 
entious. 

It is easy to overdo the role of critic—to stand back 
on the side lines and find fault. But when you are pre- 
paring a detailed report of a show for publication, and 
you find a placing that you cannot follow or justify in 
your own mind, what are you going to do? The policy 
of the World is to get the judge’s reasons—often they 
will clear up the difficulty, but if they fail to do so, what 
then? Pass it over in your report—or say what you 
believe? 

Our contention is that we spend too much money every 
year to get first hand reports on the big shows to justify 
a “rubber stamp” report—a report that could be made 
up much more easily and without expense by arranging 
with the fair secretary for a list of the awards. We har- 
bor no illusion that we could go into any of the major 
rings and do as good a job as the majority—if not all— 
of the official judges. It’s a far different proposition than 


-it is to go into a herd and select the ones that you like. 


But we do contend that we have an obligation to report 
things as we see them and that isn’t confined entirely to 
Holstein shows either. 

Bill Moscrip has a plan that he says would cure the 
newspaper critic i He would 
invite the editors of each breed journal to serve as judges 
for their particular breed—and then he would have the 
reports prepared by official judges. 

Out of consideration to both exhibitors and reading 
public, the plan has never yet been put into operation. 
Seriously, however, we feel that this subject of fair re- 
ports is one of considerable importance and in the last 
analysis it gets right back to the purpose and policy of 
the publication concerned. It is not a part of the World 
policy to dodge issues for expediency’s sake.

At her first freshening as a 
junior two-year-old, she made a 7-day record of 22.37 Ibs. 
putter, 442.9 lbs. milk, going through the year with a 
record of 848.67 lbs. butter, 18,445.8 Ibs. milk. As a three- 
year-old, she was shown at the National Dairy Show, 
winning second prize in her class. After making her 
great record as a four-year-old, she came back in six- 
year-old form with a 7-day record of 38.42 lbs. butter, 
671.2 Ibs. milk, but in this lactation she was not con- 
tinued on long-time test. She is breeding regularly and 
is now being carried along easly on twice-a-day milking 
in cow testing association work, producing at the time 
of our recent visit to Grahamholm Farm over 100 Ibs. 
putter a month in her fifth month. As her name indi- 
cates, she was bred and has been developed at Graham- 
holm Farm, Rochester, Minn. Her sire, Dutchland Cream- 
elle Colantha Lad, represents a famous cross in breed- 
ing, being sired by Dutchland Creamelle Korndyke Lad 
and out of one of the best daughters of Colantha Johanna 
Lad n the Changeling family.

HOW CATTLE TUBERCULOSIS IS BEING STAMPED OUT

The number of cattle to be tested annually for tuber- 
culosis has doubled each year since the tuberculosis 
eradication work was started in 1917, according to a 
statement issued by the Sears-Roebuck Agricultural 
Foundation based on figures prepared by the United 
States Department of Agriculture. Since 1917, the report 
states, the total number of cattle tested in the United 
States has increased from less than 300,000 head to more 
than 6,700,000 head in 1923. 

On April 30, 1924, there were 644,658 herds, containing 
6,796,313 cattle, under supervision for the eradication of 
tuberculosis, 43,984 of these herds containing 870,988 cattle 
fully accredited, while 485,679 of the herds, containing 
4,371,496 cattle, had passed one successful tuberculin test. 
Extensive surveys show that tuberculosis is only pres- 
ent in about 1 per cent of the cattle in 42 per cent of 
the areas in the United States. There were about 3,000,- 
000 cattle on the list awaiting the first test. Evidence 
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This is the largest milk record ever“ 
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at hand indicates that this costly disease will finally 
yield to the scientific methods now being employed.

In the calf’s pedi- 
gree also occurs Matador Segis Walk- 
er, that great sire of heavy milk pro- 
ducing daughters and show ring win- 
ners. The calf is surely very richly 
bred on the sire’s side. 

The dam of the calf is one of the 
greatest milk producers in the school 
herd, Idene Pauline Fayne, 475259, and 
a descendant of Maud Burke and 
Grace Fayne 2nd’s Homestead. 
“Idene” has just completed a 7-day 
record of 579.3 pounds of milk and 
26.92 pounds of butter and will be 
tested semi-officially for the year. She 
has always been a very persistent 
milker and a great record is confi- 
dently expected.

covered the week previously by Axle 
Hansen at Springfield, Ill., for top hon- 
ors. He liked him so well that he made 
him junior champion over the son of 
May. The calf had a better head, 
Judge Haeger liked his neck better 
and stated that he had better rudi- 
mentaries and escutcheon as well 4s 
béing a longer bull for his age. He 
is not flashy at all, but most pleas- 
ing when looked over carefully. 


Zwingara Segis Clothilde, the 11- 
year-old and unbeaten show cow, 
owned by Modern Woodmen Sana- 
torium of Woodmen, Colorado, had no 
competition in the aged cow class. 
She is hard to fault—plenty large 
enough and quality clear through. Her 
udder and veining are rarely equaled, 
almost never surpassed and_ she 
stands today as the nearest approach 
to Minerva Beets the breed has ex- 
hibited. We doubt if there will be 
a better aged cow at the National 
and unless there is, Zwingara is al- 
most certain to repeat her grand 
championship performance. Haeger 
placed the Carnation entry, bred by 
John L. Smith of Spokane in second 
place and gave the third prize to an 
entry of Mudcura’s. While the con- 
tented cow looked good in her posi- 
tion the Mudcura cow, having nothing 
to commend her but a rather nice 
udder, seemed a bit out of place, It 


was a case, however, of balancing dif- 
ferent faults to get a logical looking 
lineup and Haeger was justified in 
getting Mudcura Girl up as near to the 
Zwingara milk equipment as possible. 
Most of the cows below first place 
were fairly well equipped with one 
kind of fault or another. The Mud- 
cura entry was later best junior A. R. 
cow and the fourth prize cow, owned 
by the University of Nebraska was 
best senior A. R. cow, with the result 
that the Mudcura entry won a cham- 
pionship. 

Mankato Segis Ormsby Bess was 
best of a rather plain class of four- 
year-olds. She won as a two-year-old 
in 1922 at Waterloo. 

The three-year-old and two-year-old 
classes were about the finest of the 
year with the good ones that made 
up this competition. In the former 
class the Madam Wayne Artis Denver 
cow, showing dry and very heavy was 
good enough to win over the Culver 
entry, a spanking good daughter of 
Piebe. Mankato O. K. L. Blanche, had 
she been shown fresh, might have 
nosed out the Culver heifer, but she 
shows the effects of a hard milking 
season. Elder at Minnesota put her 
farther down, but she really deserves 
careful consideration even in such 
hot competition as the Madam and 
the Maudlene heifer can furnish. In

the top with his daughter of May 
Walker Ollie Homestead, sired by 
37th. His daughter of Star Segis Pop. 
tiac Superior was third and one of the 
good Sir Inka Superior Segis daugh. 
ters was fourth. In second place was 
an old show ring winner, Carnation 
Matador Mercedes Selah, a daughter 
of Matador Segis Walker that Haeger 
liked just well enough to put Junior 
Champion at Portland last year. 

The senior yearlings found a sister 
of the Madam’s first, with two Car- 
nation entries following. The third 
prize yearling was none other than 
the sensational Carnation Matador 
Adelina Segis, top calf of the 1923 
shows. The junior yearlings fur- 
nished a chance for the really sensga- 
sational Oakwood Piebe Ollie, owned 
by Mudcura, to display her charms 
and to prepare herself for junior 
championship honors. This finely 
turned heifer has not been headed 
this year, we understand, and should 
come through at the National. 

Again in the calf class Jefferson 
counted this time with a little daugh- 
ter of their Waldorf bull. A particu- 
larly well made little calf shown by 
the University of Nebraska, stood 
second. 

In the Advanced Registry classes 
the animals are judged for type alone, 
with no consideration for records 
aside from their entry requirements. 
This gave Clothilde Topsy King 4th 
prize aged cow, first honors in the sen- 
ior division; old Lady Johanna Aaggie 
Fayne being second and Culver’s Ar- 
lene cow third, May Walker Ollie 
Homestead could do no better than 
sixth. The third prize aged cow, Aag- 
gie Mechthilde Mudcura Girl was top 
cow of the junior division. Mudcura 
Girl, a 900-lb. three-year-old was cham- 
pion A. R. O. cow. The worst part 
of the A. R. classes, as most shows 
now run them, is that they don’t mean 
anything. Why not revamp them so 
that scores which include production 
and type give us a true lineup on 
the A. R. cows? 

In the group placings Jefferson, with 
three blues took the graded herd com- 
petition.

He got second and 
third—might have been first and third 
had he balanced his cows differently 
and thus might have landed one more 
blue. Marlow and Randall had the 
best calf herd with Carnation playing 
their usual roll of runner up. Brace 
had a good trio here and took third by 
reason of his fine second prize bull 
calf being on view. 

The usual flurry of interest attended 
the deciding of the all desirable Get- 
of Sire and there were no less than 
eighteen gets lined up. WHaeger very 
properly put the milking get of Piebe 
Laura Ollie Homestead King at 
the top of the list with the 
get of Sir Inka Superior Segis 
second. This forced the get of Dutch- 
land Creamelle Denver Prince to

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The Story of Daisy Hill 


dispersal of the Daisy Hill herd 

comes with something of a shock 
to Holstein breeders all over the 
country who have watched this herd 
grow under the expert care of James 
A. Reynolds from a comparatively 
unknown herd in 1916 to one of the 


Tie announcement of the coming 


leading breeding establishments of 
America today. When the Van 
Sweringen Bros., prominent real 


estate and railroad magnates of Clev- 
land, Ohio, in 1916 secured the ser- 
vices of Mr. Reynolds to take entire 
charge of their beautiful farm in the 
suburbs of Cleveland, they took the 
first step toward building up a Hol- 
stein herd of national reputation. 

The foundation of the herd was 
laid, not by purchasing high record 
cows, but by selecting from some of 
the good herds of Ohio, cows of desir- 
able type, potential record makers. 
From 1916 until the present time, we 
are told, there has been at least one 
A. R. O. supervisor in constant attend- 
ance at Daisy Hill, and every cow has 
been tested every time she freshened. 
Any cow not producing enough to 
meet the Daisy Hill standard has been 
immediately discarded, and _ only 
proven producers have been used as 
breeding stock. 

By mating this foundation with 
good sires, the quality of the herd 
has been gradually increased. If at 
any time any sire was found to get'a 
very large proportion of undesirable 
offspring, he immediately “got the 
gate” regardless of his breeding and 
regardless of the money that had 
been spent in advertising him, and 
his get have also been carefully 
weeded out. 

As a result of this policy of breed- 
ing and selection, the present herd of 
over 100 head shows remarkable un- 
: iformity of type and production. 
. Naturally certain cows in the herd 
‘ proved more prepotent than others, 
with the result that several great 
family groups have been developed. 
There are several cases in the herd 
- of a dozen or more descendants of a 
single cow all through the direct 
female line, daughters, granddaugh- 
ters and great granddaughters. Some 
of these grand old matrons have as 
‘many as five daughters in the herd 
today. Many others have four daugh- 
ters and a great many of them have 


--on semi-official 


three daughters. It is Mr. Reyonlds’ 
plan to bring several of these great 
family groups into the ring together 
as a demonstration of the prepotency 
of these lines of breeding. 

The largest record cow in the herd 
in the yearling division is Lucy Nu- 
dine Frenesta 2d with 1,219.41 Ibs. 
butter from 25,813 lbs. milk and with 
a 7-day record of over 30 lbs. Her 
yearling daughter and baby son are 
all of her descendants now in the 
herd. 

Probably the best known cow in the 
herd is Pauline Brightview, several 
times a World’s Champion and one of 
the greatest breeding cows in the 
country. This past summer, she 
dropped her twelfth calf at the age 
of fifteen years and broke the World’s 
Record for cows of that age or over 
with 26.84 lbs. butter from 551.7 Ibs. 
milk. Just about a year ago as a 14- 
year-old she broke the World’s Rec- 
ord for that age with over 30 Ibs. 
butter and the previous year, when 
nearly thirteen years old made a 29- 
Ib. record from well over 600 Ibs. 
milk. She has several other 28-lb. 
records, and as a 9-year-old was run 
for the full year, strictly official, mak- 
ing the sensational record of 1,119 
lbs. butter from nearly 26,000 Ibs. 
milk. She has three daughters in the 
herd as well as five granddaughters 
and four great granddaughters 
through the female line. Her oldest 
daughter in the herd recently finished 
a year record of over 900 Ibs. butter 
and has just freshened again with a 
bull: calf, besides having three daugh- 
ters and numerous granddaughters. 

Another 1,100-lb cow with a dozen 
or more female descendants in the 
herd is Elm Side Nudine Hengerveld 
May, whose 1,100-lb. record was made 
from over 27,000 lbs. milk and who 
has a long string of good records 
besides. Her three daughters in the 
herd include one that has_ just 
finished a 920-lb year record and two 
others with good records. The old 
cow heads four different four-genera- 
tion groups in the herd, and ali that 
have freshened of this family have 
more than creditable records. She 
is a full sister to Elm Side City Farm 
Maid, a twice 1,200-lb. cow, some- 
times known as the “forty-ton cow,” 
she having produced practically forty 
tons of milk in three lactation periods, 
test. Two sons of 


“Maid” remain in the herd, the older 
of which is one of the herd sires. 
Another grand old cow still in the 
herd is Maple Side Pontiac Pet, a 3}. 
lb. cow with a year record of nearly 
950 Ibs. butter from 25,646 Ibs. milk 
and she a daughter of a 31-lb. and 
1,000-lb. cow. She is dam of Daisy 
Hill Ona Myrtle, who last year stood 
first on the Honor Roll in three dif. 
ferent divisions. This great heifer 
who is one of the features of the sale, 
as a junior two-year-old finished her 
year record of 22,540.9 lbs. milk con- 
taining 908 Ibs. butter, freshened 
again in two months and two days, 


.and broke the Ohio State Record for 


milk production in the junior three- 
year-old class for both seven and 
thirty days. Her seven day butter 
record is close to 32 Ibs. and her best 
seven days milk of 756.6 lb. ranks 
fourth in the world. This great heifer 
has a daughter in the herd, complet- 
ing a three-generation group. 

Some years ago a Daisy Hill cow, 
Doede Binnema Flora, broke the 
World’s Record for 11-year-old cows 
with a production of 1,257.07 Ibs. 
butter from 28,857 lbs. milk. Old 
Doede has since passed on to “Cow 
Heaven” but she is represented in the 


herd by several granddaughters 
through her 900-lb. daughter, Segis 
Flora Hengerveld. One of these 
daughters, Segis Sindt Flora Butter 


Girl, not many months ago completed 
a junior four-year-old record of 1,197.- 
48 lbs. butter from 25,983.7 lbs. milk 
and is one of the largest record cows 
in the herd today. She also has a 
daughter and a granddaughter in the 
herd and one of her sons, sired by 
King Ona, is a former herd sire. 
Another member of this family is a 
two-year-old daughter of one of the 
several 1,000-lb. ‘granddaughters of 
“Old Doede.” 

A 900-lb. cow with five daughters in 
the herd is Maple Side Pearl Walker, 
who is sister to several of the best 
cows ever developed at Daisy Hill, 
and many of which still have descend- 
ants in the herd. 

Some years ago at the National 
Dairy Show, Mr. Reynolds purchased 
of Iowana Farms a bull calf that had 
been a prize winner at that show. 
This bull, Iowana Colantha Burke 
Fayne was sired by Sir Johanna 
Fayne and was from a really wonder- 
ful granddaughter of Sir Johanna

Fayne, with a strong Colantha and 
Prilly cross. This bull was given 
limited service at Daisy Hill until 
his first calves arrived, and when the 
type of these calves was found to be 
highly desirable in every way, he was 
made the principal herd sire. In the 
herd at present are over thirty daugh- 
ters of the Iowana bull, and a very 
uniform lot they are, with udders that 
compare favorably with those of the 
daughters of any of the great present 
day sires. When Daisy Hill had the 
misfortune to lose this bull, two of 
his sons were pressed into service, 
one of them frém Elm Side City Farm 
Maid, the forty-ton cow and the other 
from a 24-lb. four-year-old daughter 
of a 31-lb. cow, her second dam also 
being a 31-lb. cow with a 1000-lb. year 
record. 

Another herd sire was purchased 
not long ago from Bell Farm. The 
bull was selected by Mr. Reynolds 
after a careful study of his ancestors 
and of other good bulls both at Bell 
Farm and in other herds. His sire, 
Bell Farm King Sylvia, a prize winner 
at the 1923 National, is a son of 
Hardy’s Champion Echo Sylvia Pon- 
tiac and is by Bell’s famous 1,100-Ib.

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DAIRY METHODS OF 130 YEARS 
AGO 


The following extract from the pen 
of one John Spurrier, was written in 
1792, in Brandywine Hundred County, 
Delaware, and dedicated to Thomas 
Jefferson, Esquire. A very much 
faded and yellowed copy (neatly 
mended with strips of homespun linen 
and once the property of William 
Jones a tarmer and earlier settler 
along the Delaware) recently came to 
light in the attic of a descendant of 
William Jones. The accompanying 
picture was snapped at a Field Day 
tour to the farm of Marshall L. Jones 
near Westtown, Chester County, Pa. 

“To Fatten Calves” 

Calves may be made fat by the fol- 
lowing method: 

The first week they should not have 
their fill; but afterwards as much as 
they will suck; at three weeks or a 
month they should suck two cows; 
when they are five or six weeks old 
they should have three cows to suck. 

The calf should be kept in a close 
pen, sheltered as much as possible 
from the cold and the light, and have 
some clean wheaten straw to lay down 
on, should have some powdered chalk, 
with some wheaten flour in a trough, 
and some large pieces of chalk hung 
up for the calves to lick at pleasure; 
in order to whiten their flesh, make 
them suck, and keep them from being 
laxative; and if then they should 
scour (which hinders their growth), 
give them four ounces of bole armonic 
powdered and mixed with milk 
through a horn. 

Bleeding them often helps to fat- 
ten them the sooner. Bleed them 
when a month old; at six weeks do 
the same again: and so every week, 
after you keep them; it whitens their 
flesh and makes them fatter with less 
milk. I have had calves by these 
means, at seven weeks old has 
weighed better than three hundred 
pounds, which I have sold to the 
butcher for 71 15s sterling. 

There are two ways of breeding 
calves that are intended to be reared; 
the one is to let the calf run with 
its dam all the year round; this is 
the method in the cheap breeding

countries, and is generally allowed 
to make the best cattle. The other 
way is to take them from the dam 
after they have sucked about a fort- 
night, they are then to be taught to 
drink fleet milk which is to be made 
just warm for them, it being very 
dangerous to give it them too hot. 

The best time for weaning calves is 
from January to May; they should 
have milk for twelve weeks after, and 
about a fortnight before that is left 
off, water should be mixed with the 
milk in larger and larger quantities. 
When the calf has fed on milk for 
about a month, little wisps of hay 
should be placed all about him in 
cleft sticks to induce him to eat. 

The latter end of April or beginning 
of May, they should be turned out to 
grass only for a few days; they should 
be taken in for the night, and have 
milk and water given them in a pail 
sometimes in the field till they are 
able to feed themselves, that they 
do not regard it. The grass they are 
turned into must not be too rank, but 
short and sweet; that they may like 
it, and yet get it with some labor. 

Calves should always be weaned at 
grass, for if it be done with hay and 
water, they often grow big bellied on 
it, and are apt to rot.

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Selecting Animals For the Dairy Herd 


A Radio Address by Prof. E. B. FITTS, Pennsylvania State College 


ing there must be quality in dairy 

cattle. This is fundamental to 
success. By quality, in this connec- 
tion, we refer to working ability or 
power to convert feed into milk. The 
mission of dairy cattle, as is also the 
case with most other classes of farm 
live stock, is to convert, or manufac- 
ture, the rough, bulky crops of the 
farm into food for the human race. 
Dairy cattle are more efficient in this 
important work than are other classes 
of live stock and for this reason they 
are found on a majority of the farms 
in this country. As population be- 
comes more dense the tendency will 
be more and more for dairy cattle to 
supplant other food producing ani- 
mals. 

While it is a fact that dairy cattle 
as a class are more efficient than 
other farm animals yet we find great 
differences existing among them in 
ability to work for their owners. 
Dairymen should never lose sight of 
this important point. Instances are 
very common where one cow will 
yield twice as much milk as will an- 
other kept under exactly the same 
conditions and eating the same kinds 
of feed. Entire herds equal in num- 
ber, kept on adjoining farms, where 
the same opportunity exists, often 
vary 100 per cent or more in amount 
of milk produced. In other words 
the milk check received by one farm- 
er from creamery or milk plant will 
be twice that received by his neigh- 
bor and this difference may continue 
month after month and year after 
year. Inferior working ability in 
dairy cattle often brings disaster to 
the dairyman no matter how careful- 
ly he feeds or how hard he works. 


Successful or profitable dairying 
being dependent upon quality or 
working ability of the cows in the 
herd, skill in selecting animals be- 
comes a matter of prime importance. 
The most succesful dairymen are good 
judges of dairy cattle. 

Selecting the Breed 


The best herds, in fact nearly all 
profitable herds, are built up along 
breed lines. The person who chooses 
a breed and sticks to that one breed 
has a much greater opportunity for 
success than the one who changes 
from breed to breed. The dairy 
breeds have developed as a result of 
many years of careful work in select- 
ing and breeding with the goal ever 
in mind of constant improvement in 
type and in efficiency. As a result the 
dairy breeds, Ayrshire, Brown Swiss, 
Holstein, Guernsey and Jersey, or 
grades of these breeds, produce more 
milk for feed consumed than do cows 
of other breeds or cows of mixed 
breeding. 

The first step then in selecting ani- 
mals for the dairy herd is choosing 
the breed. Individual preference and 
the predominant breed in the commu- 
nity are factors to be considered. 
There is no best breed. Breads dif- 
fer it is true, and each perhapy ex- 
cells all others in some one point 


[' MONEY is to be made in dairy- 


but none is outstanding above the 
others in ail points. The breeds with 
high testing milk are favorites in 
many communities where cream or 
butter are sold while those yielding 
larger quantities of milk of a lower 
test are popular in market milk ter- 
ritory. If no particular preference 
exists choose the breed that produces 
the quality of milk called for by the 
market at hand. It is, however, of 
advantage to unite with other dairy- 
men in the community in the choice 
of a breed or to choose the breéd 
already common in the community. 
Greater progress follows a commu- 
nity interested in a single breed and 
a more ready market develops for 
surplus cattle. 

Selecting Individual Cows and Heifers 

Breed selection alone is not suffici- 
ent to insure a good herd. The selec- 
tion of individual animals within the 
breed is of equal or even greater im- 
portance. Inferior strains exist in all 
the dairy breeds, which results in in- 
ferior animals appearing in purebred 
herds from time to time. The selec- 
tion of individual cows within the 
breed or grades of the breed becomes, 
therefore, a vital matter. This is es- 
pecially true if one is choosing foun- 
dation animals on which to build a 
herd. Years of time may be saved in 
developing a high producing herd of 
good breed type if one starts with 
good foundation animals. Type is 
very important and should always be 
carefully considered. This iss espei 
cially true in case of purebred herds. 
by type we mean shape, form, adher- 
ence to breed lines and adaptability 
to purpose for which kept. 

Milking ability is an inherited char- 
acter that be it great or small is a 
permanent part of a cow’s makeup 
or existence. The only certain way 
of determining the milking ability or 
usefulness of a cow as a milk pro- 
ducer, is to keep a record of her ac- 
tual milk production during an entire 
lactation period. This is accomplished 
only through weighing her milk daily 
or at stated intervals during the year. 
Estimates based on amount produced 
in one day or for short periods are 
usually far from accurate. Cow test- 
ing associations are in existence in 
dairy sections all over the country 
because of a general recognition of 
the great need of records of milk 
production of individual cows in the 
dairy herd. These associations are 
groups of dairymen who unite in hir- 
ing a man to visit the herd of each 
member once a month and to weigh 
and test the milk of each cow. At 
the close of the year authentic rec- 
ords are available showfng the total 
milk production or actual working 
value of each cow. As a means of 
selection, milk records point the way. 


A cow must stand or fall on her 
ability to work. A cow having once 
demonstrated the ability to produce 
paying quantities of milk will possess 
this ability until disease, accident or 
old age reduce her efficiency or re- 
move her from the herd. She will in 
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addition always have a strong teng- 
ency to transmit this same working 
ability to her offspring. On the other 
hand the cow that fails to produce 
a satisfactory yield under favorable 
conditions will always be unsatisfac. 
tory and she in turn will pass her 
poor qualities on to her offspring. 
Shun this type of cow as you would 
a pestilence. 

The man going out to buy cows will 
find, however, that the vast major. 
ity of cows have no dependable rec- 
ords of production and the purchaser 
must rely on other means of selection. 
Here is where the eye of the dairy- 
man needs to be trained to recognize 
good and poor points. A good judge 
is skillful in seeing the outer indica- 
tions of internal working ability and 
is able to select the workers with a 
fair degree of accuracy. He looks for 
size of animal, for capacity of bar- 
rel, for evidence of constitution, for 
size, shape and quality in udder, for 
a straight, strong back and rump, for 
a shapely head with prominent bright 
eye and a large muzzle and finally 
for a proper balance of these impor- 
tant points coupled with a lean, 
rather angular appearance known as 
dairy temperament. In addition in 
selecting cows or heifers it is desir- 
able to get all the information one 
can of sire and dam of the animal or 
animals under consideration. This is 
especially important in the case of 
calves and heifers. If the sire is well 
bred and dam a good producer the 
heifer will probably develop into a 
good cow but this is not infallible. 
Her work in the very first lactation 
period should be carefully checked 
in order that her present and prob- 
able future usefulness may be known. 

Selecting the Sire 

Sire selection is a matter of out- 
standing importance to the dairyman. 
The dairy herd is constantly chang- 
ing. Animals are continually drop- 
ping out through disease, accident or 
old age or are removed because of 
inferiority. On an average there is 
a loss in number of 18 to 20 per cent 
yearly. Replacement must be through 
purchase or by raising heifer calves. 
Good cows for sale are not plentiful 
and most dairymen must raise a suf- 
ficient number of heifer calves to 
maintain the herd. The usefulness 
of these calves to him as milk pro- 
ducers at maturity and their type or 
beauty of form is determined by their 
inheritance. Dairymen can _ control 
inheritance through selection of breed- 
ing animals. The sire is of first im- 
portance because his individuality and 
inheritance are transmitted to every 
animal born in the herd. 


The future herd is dependent upon 
the breeding work of the present. The 
herd will improve in working ability 
and value or go backwards just ac- 
cording as the sire possess and trans- 
mits good or poor qualities. Through 
selection the dairyman can control 
type and production in his future 
herd. 

The safest method in sire selection 
is to choose a proven sire. By 2 
proven sire we refer to one that has 
daughters in milk that carry the type 
desired and that are uniformly good 
milk producers. A sire continues to 
get the same general type of animals 
as long as he lives. By selecting 2 





























proven sire the dairyman eliminates 
much of the chance in breeding and 
thus insures the future. 
Unfortunately, however, most sires 
find their way to the block before 
their qualities as breeders, either 
good or poor, have been demon- 
strated. The dairyman then must 
make his choice from among young 
untried sires. By careful, intelligent 
selection he can still el?minate much 
of the uncertainty. The old adage 
“like produces like” must ever be 
kept in mind. Select a bull of the 
breed desired, of good type and from 
a dam, grandams and families of 
good type and of proven high milk 
producing ability. Bulls inherit the 
milking qualities of the cows from 
which they came and pass these qual- 
ities on to their heifer calves. Study 
pedigrees and milk production records 
very carefully. The dairyman’s whole 
financial future is at stake when Sse- 
lecting a sire. A good sire may in- 
crease production in the herd 50 to 
100 per cent. An inferior one may 
decrease it by an equal amount. 


Purchasing Sires Co-operatively 

The cost of a good registered sire 
often seems prohibitive to the man 
with a small herd. Where conditions 
such as this prevail two or more 
neighbors often combine in the pur- 
chase of a bull. Where there is com- 
munity interest in better sires a bull 
association may be organized to pur- 
chase three or more bulls thus pro- 
viding, through exchange, for several 
years’ service. Through partnership 
or association ownership of a high 
class sire the cost to the individual 
is often much less than ownership of 
an inferior or scrub animal. The 
County Agricultural Agent in any 
county can supply particulars regard- 
ing association purchase and_ ex- 
change. 

Dairying is an important industry 
and seems destined to increase in 
importance as time goes on. Dairy 
products are essential to human wel- 
fare. Good dairy cows, well fed and 
handled have always been money 
makers for their owners. The future 
holds no thought of fear for the 
dairyman with a herd of cows pas- 
sessing good working ability. To 
maintain and increase efficiency in 
the herd the dairymen must ever be 
selecting animals through keeping 
records of production of his. cows, 
weeding out the poorer ones and re- 
placing each successive sire with 
one of greater merit. 





EARLY EXPERIENCE WITH FOOT 
AND MOUTH DISEASE 


The following letter was written 
by Mr. Geo. E. Brown, one of the pion- 
eer breeders and importers, to Mr. W. 
B. Barney, another of the pioneer 
breeders, and is published with Mr. 
Barney’s consent. 

“Dear Mr. Barney: 

“I know you better than you know 
me. I am the Brown that brought 
the first Holsteins to the Middle West 
in 1873. At that time I had charge 
of a large farm and herd of Holsteins 
in Massachusetts owned by a wealthy 
manufacturer. I had lived in Illinois, 
and knew the need of better dairy 
cattle here. By the help of Mr. 
Cherry I induced the owner, Mr. W. 
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A. Russell, to let me take a load of 
bulls to DeKalb Co., in 1873, and in 
1874, two loads of cows and bulls. It 
was the persistent work I did in the 
next five years that gave the breed 
the start. I drove over northern Iili- 
nois and southern Wisconsin, making 
the acquaintance of prominent dairy 
farmers. In the fall of ’75, located at 
Elgin on my own account and kept 
up annual importations till 1884. 
When I took charge of the Russell 
herd in 1872 there were but about 400 
of the breed in the United States. As 
you may supose I get a lot of satis- 
faction out of knowing the immense 
number of the breed now in the 
United States and the part I took in 
starting them. 

“But this is only an introduction 
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to what I want to say to you. While 
at present I am not financially inter- 
ested in the breed, I am greatly con- 
cerned as to what the effect of foot 
and mouth disease—which is liable 
to break out any time anywhere— 
may have on our cattle, sheep and 
hog industry. 


“From the experience I had with 
the disease in Elgin in 1878 I know 
that a close quarantine would have 
prevented killing so many valuable 
cattle during ,the outbreak in the 
Middle West a few years ago, and 
the one in which California is suffer- 
ing now. 

“I landed home with about 30 in 
the fall of ’78, all perfectly well. In 
about 10 days the disease appeared in 
my old stock. Fortunately the veter-

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inary that I consulted was an Irish- 
man, who had had experience with 
the disease in Ireland. He said ‘Con- 
fine your cattle in the stable. Pre- 
vent any of them coming out or any 
one going in but the herdsman. The 
disease will run its course in a few 
weeks, but, mind you, keep a close 
quarantine till I tell you the cattle 
are well.’ I did so and in about a 
month the herd was all well. It went 
through the new cattle as well as the 
old herd. I kept the matter a secret 
so that my near neighbors knew noth- 
ing of it. 

“The cattle were all sold into dif- 
ferent states during the coming win- 
ter, and no sign of the disease ever 
appeared. The fact of the disease 
first appearing in my old stock, and 
that a bull I sold on the way from 
New York and delivered off the train 
at Erie, Penn., where no sign of the 
disease ever appeared was evidence 
that I must have brought the infec- 
tion in some article in my outfit; to 
which the cattle had not been exposed 
on the way. 

“From that experience, if I had a 
stock farm now, I would arrange my 
eattle stables, sheep and hog pens, 
so that I could enclose them in a 
large yard with a board fence, so 
high, that dogs or cats could not 
jump over, and so tight that cats or 
rabbits could not crawl through. I 
would provide storage room for suf- 
ficient hay, straw, silage and grain 
to last 3 or 6 months. It would not 
prevent bringing out milk or any 
stock ready for market, but could 
prevent any infection from getting 
in, should there be an outbreak of 
the disease. 

“The same arrangement with the 
additional provision of living quarters 
for herdsmen in charge of the stock, 
would confine the disease to that herd 
till it had run its course. The sav- 
ing of one cow, like many that were 
killed here and also in California, 
would pay the whole cost of such pro- 
vision. 

“The horse stable should be out- 
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side of the enclosure so would not 
prevent farm work going on. 

“The close quarantining of a valu- 
able dairy herd at Chicago saved all 
of that herd, which was additional 
proof to my experience. 

“Killing and burying cattle is not 
a sure eradication of the disease for 
some infected article may be over- 
looked. 

“IT know that government officials 
and vets. will not agree with me, but 
I don’t care what they think, I know 
that my plan would be effectual. By 
quarantining I don’t mean any half- 
way work; no loop holes must be 
allowed.”

Mr. Whitford is a thorough believer 
in herd records, both short-time and 
yearly. He feels that a local cow- 
testing. association would be of im- 
mense benefit to him in his record 
work. Whenever it is not conveni- 
ent to conduct an official test on an 
animal Mr. Whitford conducts his 
own test on the same lines as the 
official, and although not official in 
such instances, yet the results are in- 
teresting and furnish him with infor- 
mation in his breeding and herd se- 
lection.

RATIONS OF MILCH COWS 


(Excerpts from address by Ernest 
Browning Forbes, Director of the In- 
stitute of Animal Nutrition, Penn. 
State College, Univ. Ill.; Univ. Mo.

1901. Maj. Sanitary Corps., U. S.

A Review of the Literature 
of Phosphorus Compounds in Animal 
Metabolism. Assoc. Editor: Journal 
Dental Research, 1918.) 

Veterinarians recognize mineral de- 
ficiency of the ration as a cause of 
disease in cattle. 

There is plausible ground for in- 
ference that lack of mineral nutrients 
is a factor in the cause of the nutri- 
tive depletion of the overtaxed milch 
cow. 

The informal observations of suc- 
cessful practical dairymen sustain the 
idea that under certain conditions of 
soil and climate milch cows suffer, 
in important ways, on account of in- 
sufficiency of mineral nutriment. 

There is informal evidence that, 
under favorable conditions as to soil 
and climate, but with forced feeding, 
as in 365-day tests of milk production, 
cows may suffer from mineral defici- 
ency and supplements, such as bone 
flour, under certain unfavorable con- 
ditions of practice, are thought by 
many successful dairymen, to be bene- 
ficial. 

Under favorable conditions the 
milch cow normally loses calcium 
while she is fresh, and gains calcium 
late in the period of lactation, and 
while she is dry. 

Extensive laboratory studies have 
not shown that the use of mineral 
supplements is beneficial, though we 
concede that it may be. In Metabo- 
lism experiments the milch cow is 
peculiarly unresponsive to increase of 
mineral nutrients, either by change of 
normal feeds, or by the feeding of 
mineral supplements. There is a fair 
question, however, as to the extent to 
which these results of mineral bal- 
ance experiments, on a_ laboratory 
basis, apply under conditions of prac- 
tice.

The difference between roughage 
and fresh, green forage, then, in the 
light of our present incomplete un- 
derstanding, seems to be a second- 


ary factor in the complex which 
causes fresh cows on winter rations 


to draw on their mineral reserves for 
calcium, the most important causes 
being the exaggerated impulse of the 


improved cow to secrete milk, and 


her limited ability to assimilate cal- 


cium. The ultimate cause of this 
limited ability to assimilate calcium 
has not been determined. 

The results of investigation empha- 


size the necessity of a dry, resting 
period. The feeding during this time 
should be sufficiently liberal to per- 
mit the building up of extensive re- 
serves of nutriment which shall pro- 


tect the vitality of the cow and per- 
mit the full expression of her capacity 
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to produce milk during the following 
period of lactation. 

The primary opportunity for build- 
ing up the nutriment reserves of the 
cow is during her growth as a heifer. 
Dairymen have debated the question 
as to the wisdom of liberal feeding 
during this period, with the prepon- 
derance of sentiment in the affirma- 
tive. The facts as to the mineral 
metabolism of the cow suggests the 
great desirability of making the most 
of the storage or constructive possi- 
bilities of the animal at this time. 

We have found that a practical way 
to feed mineral nutrients to cows is 
to allow free access to a mixture of 
one part of salt to four parts of bone 
flour. The special steam bone of 
the gelatine manufacturer is more 
agreeable to handle and more accept- 
able in a dairy barn, and may be safer 
to feed than is fertilizer bone.

HOLSTEIN TESTING IN HERDS OF 
THE BUREAU OF DAIRYING 


By M. H. FOHRMAN 


The Bureau of Dairying of the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture maintains four herds of Holstein 
cattle in which dairy cattle breeding 
investigations are being conducted. 
This project calls for the testing of 
the heifers and cows in order to de- 
termine their producing ability. The 
general plan is to test each heifer in 
first lactation period and later as a 
mature cow. In order to permit of fair 
comparisons between members of suc- 
cessive generations, every effort is 
being made to maintain uniform con- 
ditions for testing. Cows freshen in 
average condition and during the test 
are never milked more than three 
times daily. Grain feeding is regulat- 
ed according to production, and beet 
pulp, when available, is fed with the 
grain. Alfalfa hay and corn silage are 
given ad libitum. 

At the Huntley, Montana, station, 
this procedure is varied somewhat, as 
the test cows are fed on three planes 
with respect to grain. One group is 
fed a liberal ration, approximating all 
the grain they will eat. A _ second 
group received a limited grain ration, 
and the third group are fed only 
roughage. consisting of pasture, alfal- 
fa hay and silage. 

During six years at the Beltsville, 
Md., farm, 33 cows completed 47 rec- 
ords which average 17,513 pounds of 
milk and 595 pounds of  butterfat. 
These records were made by cows in 
the foundation herd. Table I affords 
an analysis of these 47 records ac- 
cording to age.

Huntley, Montana, station, with a 
smaller purebred herd had 19 cows 
which completed 34 records during 6 
years. These 34 records average 14, 
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454 pounds of milk and 503 pounds of 
putterfat. These figures’ include 
those records made on limited grain 
rations and on roughage alone. Age 
analysis of the records is given in 
Table I.

The station at Ardmore, S. D., has 
tested 20 cows for a total of 28 rec- 
ords during five years. The 28 rec- 
ords average 13,677 pounds of milk 
and 453 pounds of fat. This number 
includes six 305-day records. The age 
analysis of the 28 records is given in 
Table ITI.

Ten records have been completed 
in the most recently established herd 
at Woodward, Okla. The ten cows 
tested produced an average of 16,500 
pounds of milk and 585 pounds of but- 
terfat. The ten records are summa- 
rized by ages in Table IV.

No selection is practiced in the 
testing of these cows, as the aim is to 
test each animal in the herd once as 
a heifer and again after the age of 
5 years. These records are made un- 
der a wide range of climatic conditions 
and there have been a number of 
changes in herdsmen during the pe- 
riod covered by these tests. The pri- 
mary aim of this testing is to deter- 
mine the producing capacity of the 
cows .under conditions as nearly uni- 
form and fairly comparable as it is 
possible to have them. For this rea- 
son extremes of feeding and condi- 
tioning have been avoided. 

To summarize briefly, eighty-two 
cows and heifers in these four herds 
during 119 lactation periods of 305 to 
365 days have produced 1.862,510 
pounds of milk containing 53,647 
pounds of butterfat, the average rec- 
ord being 15,161 pounds of milk and 
534 pounds of fat, and 77 of the 119 
records were made by cows under 5 
years of age.
